comply with ifs conditions. Such a course will produce the best 


results. 

The natural law causes the leaves of the Clayfonia Vir- 
ginica for instance, to wilher away and disappear in this latitude 
usually before June Ist, and what is true of the leaves is also true of the 


rootlets. ‘The dormant season has arrived and if is time to gather the bulbs 


of this plant and set them out. As these bulbs he dormant until September 
they can be gathered anylime from June fo September. The ‘Prilliums 


again are through blossoming in early June or before August Ist. Their rhtz- 
omes have taken their annual partial decay and new blossoming buds are 
being brought forward and new rootlets are now growing for the following 
season, Trilliiums should be set. out before their new growth starts so 
that every new rootlet shall be sent forth in the soil in which the plant is to 
blossom. If dug later and set out they may blossom, but you cannot get full 
value for your money if you allow the rhizome to grow a crop of new root- 
lets. ‘Tear them off in digging and grow others. Again you cannol handle 
these plants with large blossoming crowns without injuring the coming 
flowers. For this plant we recommend July as the proper month. We have 
set out Trillium bulbs in April and secured flowers the same year, but they 
are inferior to what the bulbs would co if planted the preceeding July. Agaim 
Trilliums set out in April may blossom all right but with no rootlets to feed 


the plant the entire effort comes from the rhizome and weakens it for the 
next year. We state the best time to plant each bulb, ete., together with the 


price. Any plant can be suecessfully transplanted in fall or spring but for 
best results consulf our list. Never, however, order plants for mid-summer 


delivery unless vou can eare for fhem when received.

If you cannot 
give your plants this attention, “don’t”, then use spring or fall. 


We sell nothing by the “Clamp.” We sell by plant buds. rootstock, 
brick, efe. We leave in “Clump” if best for plant. Cypripedium or lady’s 


slipper is counted by the number of buds, violets by the rhizome, ete. We 
find this the most satisfactory and business-like way of dealing. You know 
just what you are getting.
